The 
smallest bond was $25 at maturi- 
ty. It could be purchased for 
$18.75. There were $50, $75 and 
$100 bonds. After that they 
climbed. There were bonds at 
$200, $500, $1,000 and $10,000. 


But by and large, it was the 
first four which the average 
American took to his frugal heart. 
Just as Mr. Roosevelt had said, 
it was possible for every citizen 
to buy savings bonds and help 
himself and his country. There 
was not then much thought: they 
would help pay for a war. 


That was the last year of inno- 
cence. Until December 7, 1941, a 
number of persons insisted the 
most powerful nation in the world 
could remain out of the vast world 
conflict between two basic ideolo- 
gies.

To Meet Khrushchev

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secretary of State Dean Rusk said Fri- 
day President Kennedy is willing to meet face-to-face with Nikita 
Khrushchev if this appears the most likely way to “‘get the job done.” 


Rusk said Kennedy will use “all 
appropriate means,” including a 
summit conference, to accomplish 
what is best for the national in- 
terests of the United States. 


Thus it appeared likely Kennedy 
would meet with Khrushchev in 
March if the Soviet premier 
makes good on his intention of 
returning to the United States for 
the next session of the United 
Nations General Assembly. 


Adlai E. Stevenson, the new

Rebel Ship Heads tor Brazil 
After U.S. Vows No Reprisal 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (UPI). 
The United States Friday assured 
the rebels who have taken over 
the liner Santa Maria that they 
will not be molested if the ship 
discharges its 620 passengers at 
some mutually agreeable port. 
Later the ship appeared to be on 
a new course headed for Brazil. 


The Navy said the Santa Maria 
took’ “somewhat of a turn” Fri- 
day afternoon but added it had 
not been able to pin down the new 
course. 


On charts, however, the po- 
sitions of. the ship at noon and 
4:47 p.m. showed a sharp change 
of almost 90 degrees. Instead of 
southeast, the vessel now ap-

POWER TO DECIDE 


The new measures grant local 
communities the power to decide 
whether to close their schools; 
they allow local school boards to 
set their own criteria for pupil 
placement; and they allow a child 
—for reasons of desegregation or 
otherwise—to obtain a_ tuition 
grant for use at a private non- 
sectarian school. 


Rep. Charles Pannell of Mur- 
ray County, who earlier in the 
session had introduced his own 
open-schools legislation, urged 
adoption of the governor’s bills 
Friday with a plea that the As- 
sembly not “loose the wolves of 
ignorance” on Georgia’s youth. 


“I want to express my personal 
deep appreciation to the 
leadership and to the administra- 
tion that had the courage to do 
something about this crisis,”’ he 
declared.

Death in Cuba Trials

HAVANA (UPI)—Premier Fidel 
Castro’s government announced 
Friday night that six imprisoned 
Americans will be tried Saturday 
for crimes punishable by death. 


The Americans are charged 
with attempting to join rebel 
forces in Cuba. One, a native of 
Columbus, Ga., is Tommy L. Bak- 
er, 28, of Dothan, Ala. 


Another, Donald J. Green of 
Gastonia, N.C., told a North Caro- 
lina radio station by telephone, 
“They're asking the death penalty 
for all six of us ... we don't 
have a chance.” 


U.S. TOLD OF TRIAL 


The Cuban Justice ministry no- 
tified the Swiss embassy of the 
trial. The embassy represents U.S. 
interests here since the break in 
diplomatic relations. 


Ambassador Gaston Jaccard 
visited the group Thursday and 
said they “‘looked well-cared for’’ 
but undoubtedly were tense over 
the forthcoming trial. 


The announcement came as the 
apparent beginning of a new series 
of executions, signaled by the 
government's official sloagan for 
1961 as ‘‘year of the firing squad.”’ 


In 1959, the year Castro came 
to power after overthrowing Pres- 
ident Fulgencio Batista’s govern- 
ment, his troops carried out more 
than 600 known executions. Per- 
sistent, but unconfirmed reports 
place the total at least twice that 
number. 


RENEWS ATTACKS ON U:S. 


The change in slogans for 1961 
was announced Thursday night by 
extreme leftist Capt. Antonio Nun- 
ez Jimenez, executive director of 
the agrarian reform program and 
one of Castro’s top confidants. 


In a speech marking the forma- 
tion of a new militia brigade 
named after Cuban Communist 
leader Ruben Martinez Villena, 
Nunez also unleashed the first bit- 
ter attack on the United States 
since the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Kennedy a week ago. 


News of the slogan change 
came as the government press 
blasted the new junta which 
seized power in El Salvador with 
a pledge to halt the spread of 
Castro’s influence in that Central 
American nation. 


PROMISES REVENGE 


Promising to avenge what he 
called the ‘‘frightful assassination”’ 
by counter-revolutionary forces in 
the Escambray Mountains of pro- 
Castro volunteer teacher Conrado 
Benitez, announced earlier this 
week, Nunez said: 


“We will patiently, stone by 
stone, erect the most formidable 
shooting wall in the history of hu- 
manity to annihilate the enemies 
of the revolution.” 


A MONUMENT 


The government will build a 
monument to Benitez in the Es- 
cambray area, the land reform 
chief added, “‘with an accusing 
finger pointing north.”’

Breaks Segregation Boycott 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP)—A 
third-grade white boy broke the 
total segregation boycott of Mc- 
Donogh No. 19 School Friday, 
arousing fear of new tension in 
this city’s 75-day school crisis. 


A small band of neighborhood 
mothers—shivering in near-freez- 
ing cold — gathered within two 
hours after the unidentified white 
pupil entered the school. Police 
watched. 

This was the first white pupil 
the three-story building in east- 
ern New Orleans has had. Only 


three Negro girls have attended 
McDonogh classes.

Dr. James F. Redmond, super- 
intendent of New Orleans schools, 
announced the entry of the white 
boy without identifying him but 
said the father was “tired of see- 
ing his boy go over the same work 
he did last year.”

McDonogh students. The school 
had about 500 white pupils before 
integration.

Thurs- 
day, the city was without elec- 
tricity. 

One of the lines that collapsed 
under its icy burden ran to the 
city’s water filter plant. With the 
power shut off, the plant’s pumps 
couldn’t operate and the city’s 
water dripped to a stop. 


Water pressure started drop- 
ping around 2 p.m. Thursday and 
it was four hours before water 
service was restored. The power 
line to the filter plant had to be 
rebuilt.

The open school bills are passed. And 
the people of Georgia owe their General 
Assembly and Gov. Ernest Vandiver a 
vote of grateful thanks for this far-sight- 
ed step.

Congo Again Moving 
Toward Major Crisis 


Secretary - General Dag Hammar- 
skjold has warned that the United Na- 
tions might have to abandon its opera- 
tion in the Congo because of the with- 
drawal of troops of five nations... Pre- 
sumably the withdrawals by Morocco, 
Indonesia, Guinea, the United Arab Re- 
public and Yugoslavia are in protest of 
U.N. policies. 


U.N. withdrawal, of course, could be 
calamitous. Already it isobvious that 
the generally pro-Western government 
of President Kasavubu is fast losing 
strength. Forces. backing jailed pro- 
Communist Lumumba are gaining. The 
U.N. is losing strength and prestige. 


Antoine Gizenga, a Lumumba follower, 
has taken over Oriental province and is 
extending his military operations in a 
number of others. He is receiving support 
from the Soviet bloc and the United Arab

Republic with military supplies, advice 
and political support. 

The time seems to be fast approaching 
when the United States and the West 
either must stand by while Lumumba 
forces gradually take over the Congo or 
intervene to keep the Congo from be- 
coming a Communist captive such as 
Cuba. Intervention could bring a direct 
test of strength with the Soviet Union. 


The Kennedy administration thus 
must face four crisis areas, the Congo, 
Laos, Berlin and Cuba. And Cuba al- 
ready is in the Communist camp.

Vote Reform Bills Fine; 
State Needs Even More 


Sen. Carl Sanders’ set of bills aimed 
at election reform are good ones and 
come at a time when the incredible non- 
sense of last November still lingers in 
memory. 


Sen. Sanders’ bills would, among other 
things, put presidential candidates’ 
names on the ballot and revise the meth- 
od of returning the results of the vote on 
constitutional amendments. Imagine how 
much simpler, faster and more certain 
voting would have been last time had 
such bills already been law. 


What The Constitution would like 
to see now are companion voting bills to 
join these (and the one that would allow 
neighborhood registration in Fulton) that 
would cut residency requirements and 
keep registration open until shortly be- 
fore each election. We would also like to 
see less severe purging (as has been sug- 
gested at this session), fewer primaries 
and anything else that will tend to en- 
courage and make simpler citizens’ par- 
ticipation in government.

Tax-on-Tax Is Unfair 
But Where’s Substitute? 


The state taxes Georgians on tax 
money they have already paid to the fed- 
eral government and this is wrong; the 
practice ought to be replaced but it can- 
not simply be repealed without replace- 
ment, as some in the legislature propose. 


The revenue gained in this bad way 
amounts to $15 to $20 million. This 
amount cannot be cut out of state reve- 
nue now without cutting out $15 to $20 
million of state services. And this is no 
time for that. 


Therefore any demand for outright 
repeal must be accompanied by a tax to 
replace the lost revenue. It need not be a 
tax increase but simply a lateral shift to 
other forms of raising the same money. 
Those sincerely interested in relieving 
the Georgia income taxpayer of the pres- 
ent tax-on-a-tax—and he should be re- 
lieved—should make as their first step a 
study of ways and means to raise the 
money fairly.

Message For Youths 


Coming From Pros 


Teen-agers can learn a lot about high- 
way safety from Duane Carter, profes- 
sional race driver since 1932, who will 
present programs Jan. 30-Feb. 3 at 10 
Atlanta high schools. 


He will stress the importance of cour- 
teous driving, alertness at the wheel and 
having cars in sound mechanical con- 
dition. 

Carter, a 12-time competitor in the 
Indianapolis 500-mile race, and other 
big-name professionals appearing in other 
Georgia high schools on a similar mis- 
sion in March, know of which they speak 
in their safety messages. Otherwise they 
wouldn’t be here to tell young people how 
important it is to follow the rules of the 
road. 


Smaller Counties Would Be Hardest Hit 


The future pace of development of Georgia’s 
economy and the state’s ability to finance gov- 
ernment services will be in almost direct pro- 
portion to improvements in the educational 
level of the people. There are no shortcuts and 
no substitutes. 


This has been proved by many lengthy and 
thorough studies on a state and national basis. 


Only 18 equal the state average. But in every 
instance, the high income counties possessed 
the better educated people and skilled workers. 
Their economies and populations are growing. 
The majority of others are losing ground rapidly. 

Whatever its motive, the move to repeal 
Georgia’s school attendance law merely would 


. accelerate this process of decline in the major- 


ity of counties. The effect on the larger county 
and independent systems would be negligible 
compared to lesser developed counties where 
importance of education means little to many 
parents. Larger systems doubtless could fortify 
themselves with their own compulsory attend- 
ance ordinances. Their communities would con- 
tinue to expand and prosper. 

Repealing the attendance law thus would be 
an act of self-destruction for most Georgia 
counties. Surely it is not the wish of the legis-

‘Georgia already ranks near the bottom in 
many categories among the states of the nation, 
including education and per capita income. En- 
couraging and perpetuating illiteracy will keep 
it that way.

Describing the conduct of University of Georgia students during 
the desegregation days as an exhibition of “the full depth and breadth 
of Southern intellectual attainments,” the magazine said:

“There was, to begin with, the little band of scholars who, on 
hearing that the new students were in the office of the registrar, 
rushed into the corridor screaming, ‘““Two, four, six, eight! We don’t 


want to integrate!” ... 


The following evening was devoted to field 


work in the Southern social sciences. Five or six hundred students 
gathered outside the dormitory occupied by one of the new arrivals, 
Charlayne Hunter, to ascertain whether such a mob, armed with 
stones, fertile in obscenity, and untouched by any sense of the funda- 
mental human decencies, had the power to frighten one girl."’ 

There was more, but that’s enough. The article damaged Georgia 
in influential eyes. The blame for the damage rests on those Georgians 
whose unacceptable conduct invited it. It is not borne by The New 
Yorker for reporting and commenting on what happened. The blame 
The New Yorker does bear results from its failure to report what else 
happened. The Milwaukee Journal did so, and we can only ask Amer- 


ica which version it read. 


“Much has been said about the ‘shame of Georgia’ in connection 
with the riots,’ The Milwaukee Journal commented. “‘But there is a 


bright side too. 


“More than half of the university faculty signed a protest against 
the temporary suspension of the Negroes. Even Gov. Vandiver de- 
serves praise. He still opposes integration. Yet he says now that ‘we 
cannot abandon public education.’ He promises to call out state troops 
to keep peace in Athens should rioting again break out. Then there 
are the majority of the university students who took no part in pro- 


tests. 


“There are good people in Georgia. In the end their attitudes must 


prevail.” 


Much as the one riot damaged Georgia, the state’s people and 
their elected representatives have properly devoted their attention to 
finding an honorable course here before striking back at critics else- 
where—to rectify, not justify, a vulnerable position. This is the right 
course. What others say in the meantime is secondary to what we do. 

What Georgia, unique in the Deep South, is now doing is right. 
And the perceptive Milwaukee Journal saw early what The New 
Yorker and the nation will discover—that the attitudes which will pre- 
vail in Georgia are those of a good and honorable people who are 
touched, more deeply than some of their easy critics perceive, by 


the fundamental human decencies.

Kennedy's Means 
Meet Opposition 


WASHINGTON—Despite the new atmosphere 
in Washington, the contrast between ends and 
means is still extremely sharp. Almost every- 


body has approved the goals stated so eloquently by F President Ken- 
nedy, but the administration's means of achieving those goals is 


running into heavy opposition. 


The fight in the House of Rep- 
resentatives over enlarging the 
Rules Committee is a dramatic 
case in point. Not a member of 
this committee has said a word 
against the new President’s ob- 
jectives, but they are in violent 
disagreement about his efforts 
to prevent the Rules Committee 
from blocking or slowing down a 
vote by the whole House on the 
Kennedy legislative program. 

This is the first real test of all 
the eloquent hurrahs on Capitol 
Hill for Kennedy’s beginning. To 
a man, the Republicans and the 
conservative Southern Democrats 
have praised his ends, but they 
are now demanding the right to 
define the means. 

“‘About the ideal goal of human 
effort,”” Aldous Huxley wrote over 
& generation ago, ‘“‘there exists 
and, for nearly 30 centuries, there 
has existed a very general agree- 
ment. . . . Not so with the roads 
which lead to that goal... .” 

This is almost a perfect de- 
scription of where we are now: 
Agreement with the goals stated 
downtown at the White House, 
and disagreement about. the 
means in the Rules Committee 
by which those ends should be 
sought on Capitol Hill. 

For the time being, it is no 
doubt right to concentrate on 
goals that unite the nation rather 
than on methods that divide it, 
but the controversy is so fierce 
about the Rules Committee on 
Capitol Hill, and the vote—which 
comes on Tuesday—is so narrow, 
that it is almost unavoidable to 


question whether there really is 
as much agreement on Kennedy's 
goals as all the praise on Capitol 
Hill would suggest. 


Kennedy is describing the Com- 
munist challenge in harsh and 
vivid terms, He is taking Khru- 


_Shchev’s invitation to competitive 


co-existence seriously. He is say- 
ing that, to meet it, we must 
transform our society: And this 
requires new legislation on hous- 
ing, civil rights, taxes, interest 
rates and many other things 
which he wants to see voted up 
or down by the whole House of 
Representatives and not dammed 
up or shelved by the Rules Com- 
mittee. 


This is a reasonable demand. 
Honest men may differ with his 
means. But if they feel that way 
they should say so directly, and 
not praise his ends while frustrat- 
ing his means. 


Accordingly, if we are to have 
a useful debate about the future, 
it is not logical to concentrate en- 
tirely on the President’s goals. 
Anybody can do that—even Khru- 
shchev, who approves Kennedy’s 
goals of peace and friendship but 
wants Berlin, the Middle East and 
Africa as means to those goals. 


The issue of the Rules Com- 
mitee provides the first test. Ken- 
nedy is not demanding compliance 
with his program; he is merely 
asking that those who have ap- 
proved his ends allow his means— 
his legislative program—to come 
to a vote by the representatives 
of all the people.

The 
whole town would benefit. Couldn't 
we be a garden city? I mean IN 
the city? I know our residential 
Sections are beautiful . . . that’s 
all the more reason we should 
plant flowers and shrubs and care 
far our business property, too.

House Speaker George Smith 
said Friday that enactment of a 
bill calling for a pre-audit of 
state departments’ budget re- 
quests would “save the state mil- 
lions of dollars in the long run.” 

The measure was introduced 
Friday by Rep. Jack B. Ray, 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, along with a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment that would require an an- 
nual general appropriations bill. 


BEEFING UP 


Ray’s first bill would beef up 
the State Finance Commission 
and direct the governor to ap- 
point an administrative head of 
the State Budget Bureau to con- 
duct a pre-audit of departmental 
budget requests. 


The anticipated dollar-savings 
would emerge from each depart- 
ment head's having to justify to 
the Budget Bureau and the Fi- 
nance Commission his estimated 
financial requirements. 


Ray said he feels this ‘‘would 
let the Legislature intelligently 
write an appropriations bill. The 
General Assembly would have be- 
fore it a true picture of the man- 
ner in which funds are being 
expended, the needs of the various 
departments and the _ reserves 
available.” 


LIMIT EXPENDITURES 


Ray’s second proposal would, 
Legislature from appropriating | 
more money than the previous | 
year’s surplus, plus the actual 
receipts of the preceding year, 
unless there’s ‘‘a tax levied for 
the purpose of paying such ap- 
propriation....”
